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A Selection of Einstein Medals 

by Eric Holcomb 

A version of this exhibit was shown at the ANA Na- 
tional Money Show ™ in Sacramento , CA, March 17-19 , 
2011 , and will also be shown in Tukwila. 

This exhibit shows a group of medals honoring the life and 
scientific discoveries of Albert Einstein, named “Person of the 
Century” (for the 20th Century) by Time magazine. When 
Time made its selection in December 1999, their editors ex- 
plained as follows: 

“In a century that will be remembered foremost for its 
science and technology — in particular for our ability to 
understand and then harness the forces of the atom and 
the universe — one person stands out as both the greatest 
mind and paramount icon of our age: the kindly, absent- 
minded professor whose wild halo of hair, piercing eyes, 
engaging humanity and extraordinary brilliance made his 
face a symbol and his name a synonym for genius: Albert 
Einstein.” 

Born in March 1879 in Germany, Einstein later studied at the 
Polytechnic in Zurich, Switzerland, and first rose to promi- 
nence within the physics community in 1905 (his “miracle 
year”) when he published four groundbreaking papers, on the 
photoelectric effect, Brownian motion (helping to establish the 
atomic and molecular basis of matter), special relativity (best 
known for predicting “time dilation” near the speed of light), 
and the equivalence of matter and energy (the famous E = 
me 2 ). In 1915 he followed up with his theory of general relativ- 
ity (replacing Newton’s theory of gravity), which remains to 
this day as one of the two pillars of modern physics (along with 
quantum mechanics). When his prediction of the bending of 
starlight by the sun was confirmed during a total solar eclipse 
in 1919, he became world famous, and was awarded the Nobel 
Prize in Physics in 1921, although the Nobel committee cited 
his explanation of the photoelectric effect because relativity 
was still considered controversial. 

In 1933, Einstein decided to emigrate to the United States to 
escape Nazi Germany and the persecution of the Jews. He 
eventually took up a position at the Institute for Advanced 
Study at Princeton, New Jersey, an affiliation that lasted until 
his death in 1955. He is well-known for his letter to President 
Roosevelt about the possibility of an atomic bomb, leading to 
the U.S. Manhattan Project. Although he later regretted that 
letter, he said there was some justification — the danger that 
the Germans would make them. He regarded his relationship 
with the Jewish people as his “strongest human tie,” support- 
ing Zionism and the State of Israel, although declining an offer 
to serve as the mostly ceremonial President of Israel in 1952.

2011 National Coin Week 

“Blue, Gray and Greenbacks” is the theme of 2011 Na- 
tional Coin Week, April 17-23. The weeklong celebration 
of coins and currency will commemorate the sesquicen- 
tennial of the Civil War and the numismatic changes and 
innovations during the conflict, which began at Fort 
Sumter, S.C. on April 12, 1861. 

Collectors are invited to help the American Numismatic 
Association celebrate National Coin Week by participat- 
ing in fun and educational activities. Beginning in 
March, weekly clues and questions will be distributed 
online every Monday, challenging participants to hunt 
for numismatic objects and answers. The activity will 
follow a virtual tour of battlefields and other important 
places during the war. 

Clubs can participate in a competition this March and 
April testing Civil War numismatic knowledge and re- 
search. Students across the country will be encouraged 
to create coin and note designs honoring the war and the 
people who experienced it.
